In the past, ideas used to be related to their originators, if he is a well known 
intellectual, or philosopher, their ideas were accepted, otherwise, new ideas were rejected 
as false. A great man was said to have a great theory, and an insignificant person was said 
to have useless ideas 

We are wrong to think that fanaticism is a thing of the past, something that no longer 
exists in our times, and civilization, 

We are wrong to thing that it can find no place in today's world, and that the age of 
knowledge has made all people reasonable and open-minded. It is the twentieth century, 
the century of analyses and intellectuality, where it is already decided that returning to the 
truth is better than drowning in error.

And if a woman have an issue of her blood many days out of the 
time of her separation, or if it run beyond the time of her 
separation : all the days of the issue of her unc leanness shall be 
as the days of her separation, she shall be unclean. 
Every bed whereon she lies all the days of her issue shall be unto 
her as the bed of her separation, and whatsoever she sits upon 
shall be unclean, as the unc leanness of her separation.

and shall wash his clothes, and bathes himself in water, and he be 
unclean until the evening. 

But if she be cleansed of her issue, then she shall number to 
herself seven days, and after that she shall be clean. And on the 
eighth day she shall take unto her two turtles or two young 
pigeons, and bring them unto the priest to ihc door of the meeting icm.
